Beſides, there are Future Rejgns a Coming (with which 
they Threaten us ) And Wiſe Men will make their Court 
in Time! Men that are for every Turn of Government, 
but ſtill with a Due Regard to the Next in View. 


Who, by Betraying the Old to Ruin, 
Still make their Intereſt with the New One.

Craft here they Mean the Church of England, and make

But to Molliſie the Matter (and yet not much) they 
Divide the Church of England into Two Sorts of Men, the 
One they call the Violent Party, the other the Moderate. [As 
if they only Quarrell'd with ſome Perſons in our Church 
( which we our ſelves may have Reaſon to do.)

be well pleas d to ſee ſo Great a Scandal given to the 
True Sons of the Church, and ſuch a Step made towards 
her Overthrow. | 

Theſe are the Violent, who have any Remembrance 
of what the Diſſenters did during the Uſurpation of For- 
ty One, as ſoon as they Gain'd the Power, by the very 
ame Pretences which they now ſet up; Or even, fince 
this Revolution in Scotland, where they Rabbi d the Epiſ- 
copal Clergie in more Savage Manner than can be e qualld

Warning by all this; and not Traſt themſelves and the

land was then in a Mob upon that Account; and Threat- 
ned the Ning himſelf; yet notwithſtandimg this Biſbop's 
Reſolute Oppoſition to the Faction, he was ſuffer d to Au- 

miniſter to his Majeſty in his Prepartion for Dearh, to A 
ſiſt him upon the Scaffold, and to Bury him; And after to 
live without Moleſtation, during their whole Reign;

To ſee theſe Meek Saints juſt, after their Furious Zeal 
had ſet theſe three Nations in a Flame, and filld them 
from one Corner to another with Blood and Deſolation, 
Overthrown the Church, Murder d the King, and the 
Las, Now Wipe their Mouths, and Cry out upon a Fu- 
rious Za in thoſe who tell us of theſe Things, and 
bid us Beware of them! To fee them now. ſet up 
for the Chriſtian Stile of Meekneſs, Mercy, and Lang- ſuf- 
 fering, that Breaths forth nothing but Charity, and Union,

But what do theſe Gentlemen mean, by ſaying, That 


this Deſign, viz. of Touching upon their Toleration, will 
ſet three Nations at Variance, and Embroil the World ? This 
looks like a Threat. A word to the Mie is ſufficient. 
We know their Principles. It is not 'the Firſt time. 
Therefore we muſt look to our ſelves, before it be too 


late. Will a Toleration Leſſen or Encreaſe their Numbers ? 


We muſt take our , Meaſures accordingly. And if they 
Snarle now, they will Bite ere long. 

They Threaten us, p. 11. with Scotland. (Legion is 
Muſtering up his Forces) That if there be any Infringe- 
ment of their Toleration here, L will quite Alienate the 
Scots from Us ; It will make them believe they have been 
Abus d and Lawgh'd at. How ſo! Did the Church of Eng- 
land think themſelves Abus d and Laughd at, when Epi 
copacy was Aboliſb d in Scotland, and the Presbyterian Go» 
vernment not only Tolerated, but EX#abliſhed by Ad of 
Parliament for the National Conſtitution? When the E- 
piſcopal Clergie there were Refus'd not only Toleration, but 
Protection, and Expos d to the Fury of the Presbyterian 
Mob? When Epiſcopacy was Declar d an Inſupportable 
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Grievance, and our Liturgie calld the Maſs in Exgliſh,

and Exploded as Superſtition and Iavlatry? Nay more, 
when they Pray d Publickly in their Pulpits for the Refor- 
mation of England to their Model? Yet did the Church of 
England all this while take any Notice, or ſo much as Ju- 
terpoſe for Ruin d Epiſcopacy in Scotland ? Did they Cl4- 
our, as this Faition now does, and ſay, That they were 
Abus d and Laaglid at, for what was done in Scotland, Be- 
cauſe the Epiſcopal Party were Perſecuted there? We 
ſee here the Different Spirit of theſe Parties. 

Did the Church of England upbraid the then K. William 
with the Breach: of his Word in his Declaration to Scot*+ 
land, Ann. 1688. wherein he Promis'd to Preſerve their 

Government in Church as well as State, as it was then E- 

ſtabliſhed? As the Faction now do's to the Preſent Queen 
- (tho' they have no ſuch Pretence) Ay and Threaten her 

too to purpoſe, p. 11. ſay they As the bringing about this 
Deſen ( viz. of Touching upon the Toleration) won d 
weaken the Two Nations, by Dividing them among themſelves, 
and from one another, it wou'd leſſen the Queen's Reputation 
at home, and her Credit abroad. For after ſhe had broken 
her Word with her Subjects, in a Caſe of the highe# Impor- 
tance, how con d any of the Allies rely upon it, when ſhe gives 
it to them only on the behalf of her Subjects? 

Now ſuppoſe the Parliament ſhou'd not only Limit, 
but quite tate away the Toleration, What Breach of Word 
wou'd this be in the Queen? How theſe Men ſtrain to 
throw Reproaches at her ! | 

Next they Threaten her with her Allies. Is it the 
Emperour they mean, and her Popiſb Alies? Will theſe be 
concern d for the Fastion being kept in order here? In- 
deed I believe they wou'd. They are the Beſt Too! that Po- 
pery has to work with in theſe Kingdoms. They were 
firſt ſent hither by the Papiſts, and ever ſince propaga- 
ted by them, on purpoſe to Divide and Diſtract the Church 
ef England, their only Subſtantial Enemy. The Inf#a 
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are Many, and Proofs Undeniable of their Eiſſaries, 
as Heath, Cummin, & c. in Q. Eljzabeth's time (lee Foxes 
and Firebrands who firſt began to villifie our Liturgy, 
and ſet up the Extempcre way in Oppoſition to it; and 
after, eſpecially in the Kebellion of Forty One (their Full 
Harveſt) there came over Swarms of them, and Broach d 
the various Sects amongſt Us, and Preachd in their 
Meetings. They ſent their Holy League into Scotland, in 
the Year 1638, whence it came out, in a New Edition, 
Entituled, The Solemn League and Covenant, which is in the 
very Words of the other, altering only the Circumſtances of 
Time, Place, and Perſons. And it is the Receiv'd Ma- 
xim of the Politicks at Rome, that the firſt ſtep to be 
made towards Deſtroying the Church of England, is, 
giving Toleration to the Diſſenters ; and we now fee, 
That it has been Practis d by as many as had that Deſign. 
Therefore it is probable, That the Reſtraining of the 
Diſſenters here would not be very Grateful to the Zmpe- 
ror and other Popiſh Allies. But then, for the ſame Rea- 
ſon, it would vex France and Spain. Utrum horum. — 

Well but here is Holland behind, one of our Allies: 
And it wou'd diſoblige them. 11 

What wou'd? To grant the ſame Toleration here that 
is Aliow'd there? viz. That None who keep to any 
other Communion of Religion than that Eftabliſhd by the 
States, ſhall be Capable of any Office or Publick Employ- 
ment in the State. They coud not de offended with 
Us for what they do themſelves. And they well know 
the Reaſon and Neceſſity of it. That it is this which 
keeps their Government Entire and Secure. If all the 
Various Sects there Tolerated, were let in to Compoſe 
their Aſſembly of States, they would ſoon find themſelves 
what we are, a Nation Divided; and if that be not re- 
medied (by Our -S2v/our's Rule) not to laſt long. But 
of this more by and by. | 
das Ga: Did 
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Did the Church of England, in the Laſt Reign, and 
Miniſtry, threaten the Government with what they had 
in Proſpec when the next Succeſſor ſhou'd come to the 
Crown? Perhaps that would have been Improv'd as if they 
had known more than they ought of the Wearneſs of 
the Change, But the Whigs are Bolder. They give yet 
the ſtrongeſt Reaſon of all to Frighten the Parliament 
from Medling with their Toleration, juſt after what is 
above Quoted, p. 4. in theſe Words. Beſides, if they 
ſhould effect this Deſign, they muſt Reſolve either to

Note, 1. Here they declare themſelves Enemies to the 
Government, at leaſt if they are Per/ecated, that is, not 
Tolerated to the Full. A good Chriſtian Principle! And 
of Security to the Government ! 


2. They give Lawful Warning, That if the Parlia 
ment begin with them, they muſt make thorow-work, 
elle they will but Provoke their Enemies, and Render 
themſelves Ridiculous. 


3. They give Us to underſtand, That they keep good 
Correſpondence with the Houſe of Hanover; and know 
theie Mind, as they word it, Izfallibly, Their Traf- 
Facking at that Court is not Unkown, and what Agents 
they have ſent thither. But their Boaſting of it in Print, 
5 | and 
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and Daring the Parliament with it, Argues that they 
think themſelves Secure, and paſt all Diſapointment. 

If the Church of England had let fuch Words fall in 
the former Reign, they might have met with a Di/op- 
pointment ! | 


But theſe Men Dare do any thing! 


I would now ſpeak a few Words with them, upon 
what they call Perſecution. 
Firſt, It ſeems they were Reſoly'd to have up this Cry, 
, meerly to Blacken the Government; And to Sound the 
Allarm to their Party, For there Was not the leaſt Sha- 
dow or Appearance of any thing like it, when this was 
Blown about in many Pampblets, and in their Converſa- 
tion. It was before the late Addreſs of the Houſe of Com- 
mous, if their Guilty . ears can take any Unbrage 
from that, as meant againſt them. The Qseen had not 
Infring d their Toleration, in any one Tittle ; on the Con- 
trary, She Received their Addreſſes, and Return d Gracious 
Anſwers, of which they Boaſted; The very Quakers had 
their Addreſſes, with Her Majeſty's moſs Gracious Anſwer, 
Printed, and Cryd by the Hawkers about the Streets. 
And as to the Presbyterians in Scotland, Her Maje y has 
even Exceeded in Her Royal Favours to them, beyond 
what She was Ubligd to by Lam, or any other Con- 
ſideration, beſides Her Reſolution to Fulfil, even to Ni- 
cety, not only what She had Promiſed, but what might in 
any ways be Expeſted from Her. 
Where then was the Ground of this Cry of Perſecation 
| a Coming ? There was none other but this, That Her 
. "Majeſty, in Her firſt Speech to the Parliament, had Declar'd 
| Her ſelf to be ſincerely in Her Prixciples of the Church of 
England, wherein She had been Educated. And they Be- 
lied d her. This, this was enough! There need no more 
be (aid! They care not for Toleration, if they have no 
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Handle, no Hopes of nder. Mining and Deſtroying the 
Church, if thoſe in the Government will not Aid and A,. 
fit them Covertly to Sap her Foundations, till they ſee 
her one Day / and they have it in View ) Tumble down 


all at once, and themſelves put in her Place. Nothin 


ſhort of this will Content them. Probatum eſt. Let them 
give any other Reaſon, if they can, for all this Out- Cry 
that they have Raisd about Perſecution, to Spirit up 
their Legion. They who Cry before they are Hurt — 
But, 4 N Let us conſider a little of their Great 
Pretence of Tender Conſciences, and a ee for Conſci- 
ence· ſale, with which they Catch the Popalace. I ſhould 
be as far as any Man from Diſtreſſing a Tender Conſcience, 
tho Erroneous. Nor would I be over. ſcrupulous to 
Suſpect thoſe who did Pretend it, for we cannot ſee the 
Heart. And I would rather Err on the Right Hand. 
Therefore it is caly to Deceive Men Once. But if they 


do it Twice, it is our Fault. 


Now when we have ſeen Men, upon this Pretence, 


from Toleration Riſe to Seize the Power that Protected 


them: And then Tyrannize and give no Toleration to thoſe, 
who had before given it to them ; We have all the Rea- 
ſon in the World to Suſpect them, when they ſet up the 
{ame Pretences again? 


But even then, ſhall we Perſecute them, and Re: 


ward them as they have Served us, and give all Pre- 


ſumptions that they Dare, of their Readineſs to do it 
again, as ſoon as in their Power? No, not even in that 


Caſe would I Perſecute them, (tho they could not juſt- 


ly Complain if I did) but rather Return Good for 
Evil. 


But then all the World would Blame that Government, 
and not Pity their Fall, who would ſuffer it to be in 
their Power, to ſerve them the ſame Trick over again.

The {ſmalleſt Puniſhment could be Inflited upon tllem 
for their Treachery and former Rebellion, wou'd be to be 


Dif- Arm d, and not Truſted in any Office or Poft of the 
Government, whereby they might be Enabl'd to Rebel 
again. Which indeed is not ſo much a Puniſhment as a 
Kindneſs to them, to keep them from Miſchief, like 


taking a Sword from a Mad-Man, or a Knife from a 


Child who Cuts his Fingers with it. 

And it is the ladiſpenſible Duty of every Government to 
Secure their Subjects, by all Lawful Means, from the 
Danger of theſe, and, as much as in their Power, to 
Diſable ſuch from the Capacity of Diſturbing the Go- 
vernment, and filling the Nation with Blood and De- 
firuction. Whoſe Blood will be Requird by God at the 
Hand of thoſe Governours, who by their Negligence, and 
want of Due Care, Suffer it to be Sptr, © 

But above all things theſe Men are to be kept out of 
any Share in the Legiſlature.» Neither to Sit in Parlia- 
ment themſelves, nor to have any Voice in the Election of 
Parliament. Men. For by this, they are Enabl'd, at all 
Times, to Corrupt the very Fountain. Every New Par- 
liament, the whole Nation is in a fort of a Civil War by 
the Conteſt and Struggle of theſe Men at Elections, to get 
in Creatures of their own. And they Get in ſo many, 
as Fight it Inch by Inch in the Houſe of Commons. And 
when once they come to Gain a Majority (they have 
not been far from it, within our Memory) then is the Church 
and Government Difſolvd, and They muſt be Tramp. 
And if they Get it, they will not Loſe it. For they will 
exclude thoſe, who will not exc/ude them, They have 
a Preſident in Forty One of Secluded Members, and 
Parging the Houſe. Themſelves made it, and they know 
how to Repeat it. They are not Guilty of ſlipping an 


Opportunity, that may never come again.

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In ſhort, there muſt either be an Eternal ftruggle 


betwixt theſe two Contending Parties; And that is not 


Peace; or one of them mult (there is one of them 
will) exclude the other from the Legiſlature, when they 
Can -. | 
Then, and not till then, the Diſſeuters will be as Pea- 
ceable with Us, as they are in Holland, where they 
complain not of Perſecution. They think they are very 
well dealt with, to have a free Toleration for their Re- 
ligion, mats ca are totally excluded from the Legiſla- 
ture, or bearing any Pablick Office in the Covern- 
nent. 1

And moreover, we muſt {ay it (let Hhies 
and Diſſenters be never fo Ang That, ſince the Refor- 
mation, England has ſuffer d more by them than by the 
Papiſts ; whoſe Two Popiſh Reigns ſhed not the Hundred 
Part of the Blood, nor Deſtroy'd Liberty and Property in 
any Proportion to what the Diſſenters did in Forty One;

3. This Pretence of Birth right gos upon that Whig- 
Principle (ſtrenuouſly Aſſerted in this Pamphlet) that all

If our Fathers cannot ſo Tye us, but that every Man is 
ſt ill Free · born, then is it Impoſſible to Found any/Govern- 


ment upon the Election of the People, becauſe there are, 


every day, Men Nen Born, and every Day, coming to 


that Age (whatever that Age is, or whoever has Power to 


Determine it) wherein their Cosſent ought to be Asked, 
and their Diſſent Allow'd, if they like not the Government 
which they find eftab/iſh'd; and fo they are Free from it, 
and it has no Authority over them: And if the Govern- 
ment Pretends, in any thing, to Command them, they have 
a Natural Right, to Riſe up in Arms againſt it, as an U- 
ſurpation upon the Rights of the People, and the Birth- 
right of eyery Man.

If theſe few Advices were Comply'd with, tho' but 
Occaſionally, for Once (and they are not worle than Idola- 
try ) then the Government being Eas'd of Apprehenſions 
from that Party, as to Diſturbance, and Evil Deſigns in 
Temporals, would leſs Grudge them a Toleratiom as to 
what was purely Spiritual. But if they ſhew, That they 
cannot have the Oze without the Other, it will be a 
ſhrewd Temptation, and put the Government even upon 
a Neceſſity of Taking Both from them; becauſe it cannot 
otherwiſe be Secure. | 

If they ſhou'd Comply with theſe Advices, they wou'd 
be Better and Wiſer Men than, I confeſs, I'think them. 
They wou'd Certainly do it, if nothing Troubl d them but 
the Tenderneſs of their Conſcience. . 5 

But they have other Deſigns. And their Srrugth lies 
in their Legion, for they are Many. With this they think 
to Prighten the Government, as before ſhew'd in the Pam- 
phlet we have Examin'd, and they tell us, That they will 
ſet the Three Nations at Variame, and Embroil the 
World, if we Touch their Toleration.

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Government on their Side? We know then who they 
mean that are to Embroil, And they think, That this 
will 7 errify. 

But we hope they have Wiſer Men to Deal with. 

The Elections of this preſont Parliament, without 
Court Managements, ſhe w Plainly that the Majority of the 
People are for the Church of England, as well as the moſt 
Conſiderable for Honour and Eſtates. There is no Clearer 
nor ſo Sure a way to know the Iaclinations of the Peo- 
le. | 
4 And the like appears moſt Remarkably in the Elections 
now made in Scotland ( with which Country Legion wou d 
now Threaten us) the Firſt Election they have had ſince 
the Revolution. And now we ſee the Reaſon plain, why 
the Faction never Durſt venture it in all the laſt Reign. 

The Faction have no Strength to make any Diſturbaxce 
except one Long- worn Policy of theirs, with which they 
wrought out all their Deſigns in Forty One, which is, To 
make the Goverment Afraid of them, to Boaſt of their 
Numbers, and Threaten High.

Then the Xing is the Public 
Enemy of the People! And now Power mult be Intruſt- 
ed in his Hands, without the Inſpection of thole Patrons 


of the People! M homſoever they Blacker, areBlack, are Tray-

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to the People! And, in their Names, they will De- 
mand their Heads And they are Traytors who Refuſe 
them, who Speak in Defence, or have any Converſation 
with thoſe Accus d by the People 1 

| Thus the King's Friends are Diſbeartu d, Frizhted, Bully'd, 
None Dare ſtand by him, or Adviſe him, for that is the 
moſt Capital Offence! Such are immediately Enemies to 
_ People, are for letting up Arbitrary Government, and 
opery ! | | 
| Then the Faction are {ure never to be Contented, tho? 
All th:y Ask be Granted them. It was either too Soon, 
or too Late, or there was ſomething in the Manner had 
an Evil Aſpef, as Eucroaching on the Liberties of the 
People | And That is a Ground to Ask Something elſe, 
for their Further Security! And ſo in Infinitum, till they 
have got thr whole Government into their own Hands. 
And then All that have any Pretence of Right muſt be 
Deſtroy d, not only the King, but the whole Royal Fami. 
ly that they can Reach, for this will then be Neceſſary 
for the Support of their Government And all that have 
been Faithful to the Ring muſt no more be Traſted, 
their Eſttates muſt be Sequeſter d, their Perſons put under 
Bail for their Good Behaviour, or elle Inpriſon d, and 
the moſt Active, or whom the moſt . mult to 

Death. 

This is a ſhort Hiflory of Forty One. And ſhews by 
what Methods the Faction, at firſt Inconfiderable, came 
to Over-· Run All. And it was only by their being, at 
Firſt, Thought, more Conſiderable than they were, and the 
Government being Afraid of them. 5 

But if they were now as Conſiderable is they wou'd 
make themſelves; The Government is then in the Greater 
Danger, and have the more Reaſon to Begin with them, 
to take Power out of their Hands, in Time, before they 
Grow too Strong for it.

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is no Compounding, That they muſt have Al or None

1. is to be Pity d, and in ſome Manner Ex- 
cus d, becauſe he was the Firſt that Try'd the Experiment, 


how far yielding and Condeſcention wou'd do with this 


Faction. And indeed it wou'd ſeem Impoſſible (but to 
thole who have Try'd it) That there cou'd be Men upon 
the Face of the Earth, whom all the Charms of Vertue and 
Goodneſs, which Shin d in that Prince, and Granting to em 
All that they cou d Deſire, ſhou'd Render till more Un- 
reaſonable, more Ungrateful, and more and more Impoſing, 
till they Deſpoil d him of every thing, and at. laſt of his 
Life. Nor are they Satisfy'd with his Blood, which they 
Quazff over again Yearly in their Calves- Head · Feaſts, and 
Initiate their Children in theſe Bloody Myſteries, and Hatred 
of Monarchy and Epiſcopacy. 

The San of this Bleſſed Martyr, K. Char. 2. Inheriting 
his Father's Clemency, went on to Try over again the 
{ame Experiment with the fame Wicked Faction; He gave 
them an Indemnity for all they had done againſt his Father 
and Himſelf : Yer kept a Steady, tho not Severe hand of 
Government over them, for about 12 Tears, in which time 
they Dwinal'd and were Dwinaling away even to nothing: 
a litle more Time had Perfected the Cure. 

When, Lo, the Xing in the Year 1672, Gave them a 
Full and Free Toleration for their Religion. Immediately 
they Keviv'd, gain'd Strength, and their Numbers encreas d 
Prodigionfly : And they, as ſoon, fell in to their old Road 
of Forgetting all Benefits, of Calumniating and Aſperſing 
their Benefaclor, and Plotting againſt him (for now they 
had a View of Getting the Power again into their Hands) 
till they Pinn d him up to the Wall, at the Oxford Parli- 
ament, and he Narrowly eſcapd with his Life: As he 
did, by a Great Providence, from their Rye- Houſe Afſailte 
nation; which every one of thoſe Few that Sufered 
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for it, did Confeſs at their Death; and yet the Faction 
to this Day do deny it, and call it a Court, and a Sham- 
Plot Cas the Papiſts do the Gunpowder-Treaſon) for it is 
one Grace of theſe Saints, to outface the Sun, never to be 
out of Countenance, and to Lye {till on, though they be 
never ſo oft detected, even to Demonſtration | They 
will get /ome {till to Believe them. It is the Principle 
of that Party, to Bzlieve Nothing that makes againſt them, 
and every thing that makes for them. But to goon, 

The King being farc'd to do, or die, ſet himſelf to 
the Carbing of the Faction, after the diſſolution of the 
Oxford Parliament: And notwithſtanding they thought 
their Power and Numbers: ſo formidable, he, in the few 
Years that he Liv'd afterwards, had them perfectly under 
his Feet; without any Force of Arms, or a ny diſlurbance, 
only by the Awe- of his Authority, and keeping the Laws 
in their due Channel and Vigour. 

For, as ſaid before, the Faction have no Strength but 
what they Receive from the Cornivance of the Governe 
ment, and the Opinion that they are too Hard for it, and 
force it to be Afraid of them. Without this, they dare 
not look Authority in the Face; and are eaſily Subdued if 
they ſhou d. 

Aſter the Death of this Xing, his Unfortunate Brother 
K. James the Second let the Faction looſe again, by a 
New Toleration: For which they Hoſannad him, even 
to Blaſphemy, as may ſcen in their Printed Adareſſes; 
telling him, that he had Reſtor d God to his Empire, mean- 
ing over Conſcience; that His Majeſty had now ' an Empire 
in their Hearts, divided with God! They wiſh'd there 
were Windows intheir Breaſts, that he might ſee the Loy: 
alty, the Truth, and Sincerity, of that Fidelity and: gratitude, 
&c. Which they then Vom d to him. | 

And as a farther Proof of this, and to ſhew their 
Breedirg, , there was a general Silence obſerv'd in their 
Meetings, and in their Mritings during all his Regs, of 
aying 
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ſaying any thing againſt Popery: While the Church of Fag- 
land ſtood in the Gap, and were Blam d and Accasd by 
ſome of them for it, who, by theſe means made their Court. 
For they never Preach againſt Popery in Spain, or any 
Place where it Prevails ; but when it is Dowz , then 
they are Unmerciful | Or where they have any Body to 
Blacken with it, in order to the Carrying on of their Deſigas / 
Thus the Three Nations were deafned with their Clamonrs 


of Popery againſt K. Charles the Firſt, who always was a 


true Son of the Church of England, and dyed a Martyr for 
Her: But they ſaw no danger of Pen in the Reign of 
K. James the Second till he was Cone 

And then they Open d and Purſu d Him to the Grave, 
and after, even to this Day. 

And their Chief Objection againſt him (which was the 
Chief indeed, but it came ſtrangely from them) was that 


very Toleration he had granted to them! And that for 


which they had before Cried him up to the Heavens, they 
now for the ſelf-ſame, thing Blacten him even unto Hel, 
as being a Breach of the Laws, and his Coronation-Oath, 
intended to introduce. Arbitrary Government and Pop ery: 
For which laſt, it was the Propereſt Method indeed that 
cou'd be taken. 

This ſhews the Good Nature, the Truth, and the Sinceri- 
ty of theſe Men, how far they are to be Truſted or Wor 
by Obligations | | 
In the next Reign, the Toleration granted by K. James, 
(and for which, the moſt of any one thing, he was 40. 
dicated) was Enlargd, and much more Encourag d. To 
which we owe the great Excreaſe of the Faction ſince, 
not only in Namber, but in Power, and Inſolence ; and 
were juſt come to have out. fac d, and over-erown the 
Church. | 


The abatement of which Hopes, under the preſent Auſpi- 


cious Reign (though without any Infraction upon their Jo- 
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Therefore we kear them Roar | — They ſtayed not 
till the Government ſhould begin with them, or give them 
any the leaſt Pretence of Invading their Toleration, or a- 
ny of their Rights or Privileges whatſoever ; nor were 
they afraid of it. But they knew the Queen would not 
join with them, or be made made a Tool of to deſtroy 
the Church, therefore they were reſolv'd to begin with 
her. She-had been two Days upon the Throne, when 
they began to call her Papi, or, which is worſe, Popiſh- 
ly affected; becauſe they knew ſhe was the Direct Contrary, 
that is, Truly Principld in the Doctrine of the Church of 
England, which they call Popery, becauſe it is an I word, 
and will ſtir up the Mob; as they had Experimented in 
Forty One, againſt her Royal Grand. father of Bleſſed Me- 
mor y; In the ſame Manner they have begun with her; 


And cry out of Perſecution intended, That whatever Re- 


ftraint ſhou'd be put upon them afterwards ( for which they 
knew they ſhou'd give Cauſe) might paſs as Perſecution 
for Conſcience, and to introduce Popery !- | 
Therefore the Government need not be Afraid to Begin 
with them; For they have Begun with it already. And will 
go on to Sander, to Calumniate, to Alienate the Afectious 
of all they can: till they ſhall be Ready for ſomething elſe! 
Which God prevent. And which only can be Prevented (in 
all Human. Proſpect) By diveſting thoſe Men of the Power, 


who have ſhewn us they want not the Will to deftroy this Church 


and Government: Who Threaten us with Foreign Proſpects 
of Future Neigns; And that all we can do now, is only to 
Provoke our Enemies (as they call themſelves) and render 
our ſelves ridiculons. 

Nay, they have ſhewn, That there is enough done already to 
Trovoke them. For they are 1rovoked. And ſpare not to ſhew ir. 
Therefore if the Government do not go on, they will Fulfil the 


Re main der of their Prophecy, which is, To Render themſelves Ri- 
diculous. | 


heſe Modern-Whiss have far Out- trip d their, Fatt ; 
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Regan not ſo Early, not Bare. Faced, nor with ſuch Aſſurance.

Nor can we find them at all Deficient in their Talents 
of Management, in their Modeſty, Induſtry, Pretences, Repreſenting 
their Adver/aries, and Lying a Little! For which 1 Refer to The 
True J icture of a Modern VVhig. | 
Now let who will Perſuade Her Majeſty, That theſe Sons of 
thoſe who Slew the Prophers, and ſay, If they had been in their 
Fathers Time are not (as in the Caſe when this was ſpoken 
Exceeamng their Fathers, and filling up their Iniquity ; And therefore, 
That She ought to Tut them, and put Power into their Hands; 
That this is the only way to Mollify them, and make them Zaſy. 
I wou'd beſeech Her Majeſty, to lay in the other Scale, how this 
Method Succeeded with »Her Royal Grandfatber, Her Uncle, and 
Her own Father, and in ſhort, with all whoſoever Truſted them 
ſince they came into the World, either in this, or in any other 
Nation: In any. of which if they can Shew, That they ever came 
in otherwiſe, or Prevaibd, than by Rebellion, and Overthrow of the 
Government, they will Oblige the World with a Diſcovery ! All 
the Difference we can find, in this Caſe, betwixt their Principle 
and that of Mahomet, is, That the one is for Propagating their 
Religion by the Power of the Sword, and the other, of the Syme- 
tar. But both Agree in the Creſcent, that like the Half-4007,. 
they will ever be Eucreaſing, and uſe what Power they have to the 
Gaining of More; Thus Congueſt with them is a Lamful Title. 
This is the True Engliſh of their Deſiring Fowerz And this 
has been the Fate of All who ever Truſted them with it. And 
wou'd any Adviſe the Queen to Try this Experiment over again, 
who cannot give one Inſtance where ever it Succeeded otherwiſe 
in all the World; eſpecially in thoſe Inſt ances before mention'd, 
which are ſo near to Her Majeſty. 
Wou'd any Endeavour to make Her . Majeſty Afraid of them, 
when that is the only thing can give them the Power over Her? 
And, beſides whar has been above faid upon this Head, Her 
Majeſty bas now one Great Advantage more than any of Her 
Royal I redeceſſors, which is the Happineſs of a True Church of 
England Parliament, who have Promis'd to Take Care of Her, 
he Eat ian cou d nc ; ga n 93 2 
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They Voted out, firſt, the Biſhops, and then all the Zords, whom 


they had, by a New Oath, Sworn to Maintain, The Var then 
was betwixt King and Parliament, they having Vſurpd the Name 


unto themſelves ; And by that carry d All before them, 
The Parliament was againſt that Toleration Granted by K. Charles 
the 24. An. 1672. And Prevail'd at laſt to have it Recal'd. 
As they were likewiſe againſt the Toleration Granted by King 
Zames 24. which Occaſion'd that Breach betwixt them. : 
And they Shew now, That they were not well Pleas'd with 
that Granted by K. William, who got it Confirm'd by Parliament 
Comer K. James had Labourd in vain ) the firſt ſince Forty Ore. 
ut the Faction then Prevaild: And it took the whole Force of 
the Church. Party to keep themſelves from being Quite Over-Run: 
And, if Providence had not Interpos d, they had not been Able to 
Struggle much longer.

Who can Give an J»ftance, where ever the Faction Prevail'd 
againſt & * and Parliament?

the Conſcience to Write, or the Opportunity and Encouragement to Pub- 
liſh ſuch Compoſed, Sober Animadverſions, as might either Preſerve the 
Minds of his Good Subjects from ſuch Infection, or - Reftore and Re- 
cover them, when they were ſo Infefled. |
